Roses  for  Fall  Planting 

Roses  can  be  planted  successfully  in  the  fall  if  you 
follow  carefully  these  instructions.  Plant  on  ground 
which  is  well  drained.  If  there  is  any  doubt  about 
drainage,  then  dig  down  30  inches  and  put  in  a  six 
inch  layer  of  clinkers  and  coarse  cinders.  Then  put 
in  six  inches  of  rich  fresh  cattle  manure  to  which 
you  can  add  5%  of  its  weight  of  super-phosphate. 
Then  put  in  six  inches  of  clay  loam  mixed  half  and 
half  with  rotted  manure.  This  will  then  leave  a  hole 
ready  for  planting  the  roses.  When  planting  the 
roses  use  any  fairly  rich  soil,  a  clay  loam  is  prefer¬ 
able,  but  do  not  use  any  manure  of  any  kind  in  this 
top  planting  layer.  It  is  best  to  make  the  bed  several 
weeks  before  you  are  ready  to  plant  so  that  the  soil 
can  settle. 

Of  course  you  do  not  need  to  go  to  all  the  above 
trouble,  but  if  you  want  the  very  finest  blooms  and 
want  your  bed  to  last,  it  is  well  worth  the  extra  work. 

After  the  roses  are  planted,  setting  them  14  to  16 
inches  apart,  (be  sure  the  dirt  is  pressed  very  firmly 
about  the  roots,  and  if  the  ground  is  dry,  you  must 
soak  the  entire  bed  very  thoroughly),  then  bank  soil 
around  the  plants  at  least  eight  inches  high  and  fill 
the  hollows  between  plants  with  manure  (cow  man¬ 
ure  if  possible).  When  the  ground  is  frozen,  cover 
the  whole  bed  with  straw,  marsh  hay,  hardwood 
leaves  or  any  rather  coarse  leafy  material.  This  is 
to  protect  the  bed  from  alternate  freezing  and 
thawing. 

This  may  seem  like  quite  a  lot  of  effort,  but  the 
results  will  be  so  exceptionally  wonderful  that  next 
summer  you  will  write  us  and  tell  what  glorious  roses 
you  are  enjoying.
